It is an agreement that the Gov- 
ernment will pay a manufacturer 
whatever it costs him to make 
the product wanted, plus a fixed 
fee to cover overhead ahd profit. 
For instance, the actual cost of 
labor and materials might be $100, 
the fixed fee $10 to take care of 
the manufacturer's general ex-

Author of More Than 50 
Novels and Other 
Books Also Popularized 
Science. 


LONDON, Aug. 13 (AP)—H. G. 
Wells, the author and historian, 
died today at his home in London, 
He was 79 years old. 

His secretary said Wells died 
“peacefully at 4 p.m.” The state- 
ment added: “He had been in 
failing health for a considerable 
time. The funeral will be private.” 

Wells died at his home in Han- 
over Terrace in Regents Park. 
He was reported seriously ill as 
long ago as May of 1944. He had 
suffered from diabetes for years. 

The author of the “Outline of 
History” had predicted that he 
would live to be 97, in his own 
obituary written in 1936. He wrote 
then: “The name of H. G. Wells, 
who died yesterday afternoon of 
heart failure in the Paddington 
Infirmary at the age of 97, will 
have few associations for the 
younger generation... He was in- 
deed one of the most prolific of

The birds, which cost $150 each, 
have been one of the favorite at- 
tractions to visitors who watched 
them swimming in their pool in 
the flightless wing of the Bird

their cage, 

Autopsies performed by two 
‘physicians from Missouri Univer- 
sity disclosed the five succumbed 
to a fungus disease known &s as- 
pergillus, which coated their lungs 
with a green mold, Vierheller said, 

Two of six penguins purchased 
at the time from animal dealers 
in New York by the Brookfield 
Zoo in Chicago have died of the

Labor Economist Tells 
OPA Decontrol Board 
It Is Doubtful if Infla- 
tion Can Be Checked 
Even Then. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
The American Federation of 
Labor today urged restoration of 
all possible price controls includ- 
ing meats, grains and other foods, 

Boris Shishkin, labor economist 
appearing for AFL President Wil- 


liam Green, told the OPA Decon- 
trol Board that labor insists that 
“price controls be reimposed on 
these groups of seenmodities.” 

Even then, the witness said, 
labor is doubtful that inflation 
will be checked, 

Shishkin said Congress had 
“failed to protect the people” by 
“emasculated form" of the 
new OPA act. 

Packers Oppose Cellings. 

Earlier, Wesley Hardenburgh, 
president of the American Meat 
Institute (Packers,) argued 
against revival of meat ceilings on 
the grounds that the industry is 
rapidly meeting public needs. 

This return to “order” in the 
business, he said, contrasts with 
“the chaos created by four years 
of price contro)," 

Hardcnbergh said a survey of 
mea. advertisements in cities 
throughout the counhtry recently 
showed consumers are buying 
meat nt “prices generally in line 
with OPA’s ceiling,” plus the sub- 
sidies OPA formerly paid to help 
keep retail prices down. 

“Today the consumer increas- 
ingly has opportunity to go into 
stores and come out with meat— 
without drawing a number, with- 
out standing in line, and without 
being robbed by the black mar- 
ket,” Hardenbergh said. 

Livestock Men Testify, 

Senator Connally (Dem,), Texaa, 
was the first member of Congress 
to take part in the decontro] hear- 
inga when he introduced a fellow 
Texan, Jdy L. Taylor of Amarillo. 
Taylor appeared for the Joint 

vestock Committee composed of 
$4 associations of livestock pro- 
ducers, feeders, marketing agents 
and stockyards, 

Taylor, a beef producer and 
stockyard operator, said: 

“By every test of the law, by 
every test of logic, by every teat 
of morality, and by every test of 
public interest the answer is the 
same: Livestock should, by you, 
be ordered to remain  decon- 
trolled,” 

Taylor appeared after A. A. 
Smith, cattleman from Sterling, 
Colo,, testified that any attempt 
to restore price controls would 
send most meats to the black 
market, 

Smith was the first witness of 
the second day of hearings by the 
board which has final say over 
what OPA may and may not keep 
under price controls. 

Specifically at issue today is 
whether ceilings shall be restored 
on all meats, livestock and live- 
stock products one week from to- 
morrow, , 

Says Supply Is Adequate. 

Smith testified there now is an 
adequate supply of meat in this 
country at reasonable prices, 

Also, with large corn and feed 
crops, Smith said, producers are 
assured a regular supply of beef 
and other meats in the next year 
unless the Government again ap- 
plies price controls. 

“Above all, cattle and beef 
should not be recontrolled because 
the regulation never has been and 
never can be enforced,” Smith 
said, “conditions existing prior to 
June 30 (when OPA expired). were 
a national scandal full of chaos 
and confusion.” 

If cattle are again controlled. 
Smith said, the “beef business will 
again return to black market op- 
erations with the consequent in- 
sanitary conditions and exorbitant 
prices.” 

Arthur B. Maurer, Kansas City 
meat packer, told the board that 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
had “followed a false policy of con- 
serving grain from animals be- 
cause human beings abcoad need 
it worse,” 

There is more than enough corn 
and meat to meet all human food 
requirements, including much larg- 
er exports, Maurer said, and atill 
greatly increase meat production

Accepts Soviet Claims 
in Projected Treaty, 
but Objects to Eco- 
nomic Proposals of 


Western Allies.

PARIS, Aug. 13 (AP)—Romanla, 
first of the Soviet-conquered Ger- 
man satellites to address the 
peace conference, proposed today 
that it receive reparations from its 
former allies, Germany and Hun- 
gary. 

George Tatarescu, Romanian 
vice premier, also termed Russia's 


Claims of $300,000,000 reparations 
against Romania as moderate, and 
opposed proposals of the western 
Allies on economic phases of the 
proposed treaty of peace for Ro- 
mania, 

Earlier, Soviet Foreign Minister 
V..-M. Molotov told the morning 
session of the conference “Fascist 
Italy bears a tremendous respon- 
sibility” but that “does not mean 
that Italy should lose her impor- 
tance' as a power in the Mediter- 
ranean.” 

He declared “certain powers are 
trying to gain power in the Med. 
iterranean at the expense of Italy 
and France,” and said both coun- 
tries should feel responsibility as 
Mediterranean states.” Although 
he did not mention the “e 
powera” by name, he apperently 
was referring to the United States 
and Britain. 

Statement Romanian, 

Tatarescu in his speech said: 

“On the subject of reparations 
to be paid to the Allies and anso- 
clated powers, we could not re- 
main silent on the fact that the 
Soviet Union, which—more than 
any other power—had the right 
to exact complete reparations 
from Romania, nonetheless con- 
fined itself to the demands of only 
one-fifth the damage it sustained 
by her action. 

“It would, therefore, be strange 
to see the other Allied and asso- 
ciated powers, onto whose terri- 
tories Romania did not carry war, 
treat her in a way that is all the 
harder because her economy has 
become aggravated to the. point 
that justified the gravest worries,” 

Tatarescu expressed satisfaction 
with the territorial clauses of the 
Romanian treaty, in effect re- 
nouncing all Romanian claima to 
Bessarabia and southern Dobruja, 
which Ruasia and Bulgaria respec- 
tively received, The treaty re- 
stored to Romania northern Tran- 
sylvania, which Adolf Hitler had 
given Hungary in 1940. 

(The United Press cuoted Tata- 
rescu as saying: “The Romanian 
Government is obliged to note 
with regret the absence of any 
mention of the atatus as co- 
belligerent power. The Romanian 
people feel that the military and 
economic effort during the last 
phase of the war confers on them 
the right to claim this status.” 
He pleaded that Romania be al- 
lowed to retain the armed forces 
which fought against Nazi Ger- 
many.) ’ 

After Tatarescu finished, Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky of the Soviet dele- 
gation urged that Romania be 
required to pay only partial repa- 
rations, He said Romania had 
broken with fasciam, but that it 
faced difficulties hecause of “op- 
position by reactionary and other 
groups within Romania,” 

Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk 
of Czechoslovakian told the con- 
ference that Romanians had 
helped thousand« of Czechoslo- 
vakians to escape from the Ger- 
mans, 

Molotov's Reply to Italy. 

Speaking in response to pleas 
for leniency expressed Saturday 
by Itallan Premier Alcide de Gas-

LONDON, Aug. 13 (AP)—Brit- 
ain sealed off Palestine today 
against illegal Jewish immigra- 
tion, clamped a curfew on the 
port of Haifa and began trans 
porting uncertified Jewish refu- 
gees waiting to enter the Holy 
Land to internment camps in 
Cyprus. 

Capping a long series of diplo- 
matic, military and naval meas 
ures intended to check the flow 
of illegal immigrants from Europe 
to Palestine, the British last night 
announced a total blockade to bar 
them in the future, declaring that 
civil war threatened the Holy 
Land, 

Coupled with the government's 
announced intention to shift to 
Cyprus the terminus of “the un- 
derground railway to Palestine,” 
was an accusation that a highly- 
organized, Zionist-financed organi- 
zation planned and assisted in the 
movement of refugees, thereby at- 


tempting “to force the hand of 


the British Government” in future 
Palestine policy. 

Jewish reaction was prompt and 
bitter. One Jewish leader pre- 
dicted the step would cause 
“much more suffering — but it 
won't stop the stream of immi- 
grants.” 

The British press expressed un- 
qualified approval of the move, 
and appealed again for American 
ald in solving the problem. Arab 
leaders hailed the announcement 
as “good news.” 


The Government's announce- 
ment of the blockade said: 

“The reception and guarding of 
large numbers of illegal immi- 
grants places a severe strain on 
the administration. Their arrival 
has greatly increased tension be- 
tween the Arab and Jewish com- 
munities in Palestine. And since

MUSSCLINTS BODY 
FOUND IN TRUNK 
IN A MONASTERY 


2 Monks, One of Whom 
Revealed Whereabouts 
of Duce’s Remains, 
Among 5 Being Held. 


MILAN, Italy, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Police announced last night that 
the body of Benito Mussolini, 
wrich was stolen April 22 from 
an unmarked grave in a potter's 
field here by self-styled “Demo- 


cratic Fascists,” had been found 
in a trunk at a Pavia monastery. 

The police ‘d two monks had 
been taken into custody in the in- 
vestigation: in addition to three 
laymen already held, The body 
was being guarded at a local po- 
lice hcadquartersa pending the re- 
cel,. of inatructiona from Rome. 

The body was found in a Car 
~u' lan monastery (Certosa) at 
Pavia, where, police said, it had 
been taken Sunday morning from 
the monastery of St. Angelo, its 
first hiding place after being ex- 
humed at the potters field. 

The two monks held were 
identified as Padre Alberto Parini 
and Padre Enrico Zucca. Police 
said the three Jaymen previously 
taken into custody were Laccisl 
Domenico, .sntonio Parozzi and 
Fausto Gasperini. 

Mussolini and Claretta Petaccl, 
his mistress, and 16 henchmen 
wer executed by Italian partisans 
near the Swiss border April 28, 
1945. The former Duce’s body 
was badly battered when it was 
displaved in the Milan square. On 
May 1, 1945, Mussolini, Claretta 
Petacci and five executed Fascista 
were buried in Maggiore cemetery 
here. 

Grave robbers exhumed the for- 
mer Italian dictator’s body four 
months ago. A letter, left beside 
the open coffin, identified the 
grave robbers as “Democratic 
Fascists” and was signed by that 
party's “central directive commit- 
tee.” 

“Il Duce is again among us,” 
the letter said. “His mortal re- 
mains have been taken in custody 
by the Democratic Fascist party.” 
The letter expressed resentment 
at “the cannibal slurs made by 
human dregs organized in_ the 
Communist party” and predicted 
that the time would come when 
Mussolini's body would be borne

IS TOO EXPLOSIVE 
T0 TALK ABOUT, 
ACHESON ASSERTS 


No Statement by Truman 
Today — Reports He 
Received Compromise 
Plan ‘Highly Specula- 
tive,’ Secretary Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—The Palestine situation wag de- 
acribed by Under Secretary Dean 
Achenon today as too explosive for 
public discussion, 

At the same time, White House 
Press Secretary Charlies G. Ross 
told reporters there would be “no 
giatement whatsoever” from Prea- 


ident Truman today on the situ- 
ation. 

The subject came up at Ache- 
pon's press conference in connec- 
tion with reports that he had sub- 
mitted to Truman a compromise 
plan for settling the problem. 


Acheson said that the lives of 
80 many persons -- Jews, Arabs 
and British—are involved that he 
could not talk about any phase of 
the matter. 

Beyond describing the whole 
subject as wo delicate he could not 
discuss it and as an explosive ait- 
wation which needs wisdom, re- 
straint and care in handling, 
Acheson would only say that the 
Btate Department has been in 
constant communication with the 
British Foreign Office. 

At the White House, Ross 
termed “highly speculative” the 
reports that a compromise plan 
had reached the President. 


A reporter asked if Truman had 
expressed to the British Govern- 
ment, personally or through chan- 
nels, either approval or disap. 
proval of the London partition 
plan. 


Ross said he was not prepared 
to comment. 


On Yugoslav Incident, 


Acheson said the State Depart- 
ment was continuing to look into 
reports of the an down of 
American pllots by ugoslavian 
fighter planes, A troublesome sit- 
uation has been caused for some 
time, he sald, by the fact that 
Yugoslav territory juts out on the 
direct air route between Vienna 
and Rome. All American flyers 
are inatructed not to cross it, he 
said, but some may do so inadver- 
tently. 

He said all the trouble could 
have been avoided by a reasonable 
attitude—-preaumably on the part 
of Yugoslavia, 

The occupants of the plane are 
being held incommunicado' by 
Yugoslav authorities. 

Other points developed at the 
press conference included these: 

Korea—Acherson said the Ameri- 
can people “share the Korean 
people's disappointment that nego- 
tiations for the implementation of 
the Moscow agreement have been 
temporarily suspended.” He said 
American representatives “stand 
ready to resume these negotia- 
tions at any time on a basis safe- 
guarding the essentials of the new- 
found Korean liberty.” 

Romania —- The United Staten 
has protested and will continue to 
protest to the Romanian Govern- 
ment the arrest of two employes 
of American missiona at Bucha- 
rest. The two are being held in- 
communicado on espionage 
charges. 

Albania—Acheson said he “un- 
derstood” that Albanian authori- 
ties were opening all parcels en- 
tering the country from abroad 
and “confiscating” whatever cur- 
rency they found. 

China—The under secrtary sald 
he believes Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, President Truman's special 
peacemaker representative in 
China, has no intention whatever 
of returning to the United States 
goon, 

Rocketa—The United States has 
taken no particular official inter- 
est in the mysterious rockets that 
have been fiying over Sweden. 
But, Acheron added, atoriesn about 
them have become his favorite 
reading. 


PEPPER SAYS HE WOULDN'T 
RUN FROM '48 NOMINATION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
Senator Claude Pepper (Dem.), 
Fiorida, said today he would “not 
run away” from the Democratic 

residential nomination, In 10948, 
But predicted that President Tru- 
man would be chosen for another 
term, 

Pepper told reporters, in reply 
to questions, that he would be 
“delighted” to be a running mate 
on a ticket headed by Secretary of 
Commerce Henry A, Wallace, 

Pepper made clear that some aa- 
pects of ‘Truman's labor program 
were distasteful to him, But he 
said he would “most certainly” 
support Truman If the President 
is renominated., 

Asked if he would rather see 
Wallace in the presidential apot, 
Pepper replied, “Yess, I would 
rather have Wallace.”

Sets Up $1,125,000,000 Five-Year Program, 
With Federal Aid for States, Lo- 
cal Governments. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP)-— 
Legislation setting up a $1,125,- 
000,000 five-year hospital construc- 
tion program was signed today by 
President Truman. He said the 
measure, which authorizes federal 
assistance to states and local gov- 
ernments in building hospitals, 
“lays a groundwork for providing 
more and better medical care for 
our country.” 

The legislation authorises § the 
Federal Government to pay one 
third of the cost of building or 
equipping new hospitals, the Gov- 
ernment’s share of the aggregate 
planned cost to be $375,000,000 and 
the sponsors the remaining §750,- 


Sponsors may be state, city or 
other public governmental agen- 
cles or private non-profit hos- 
pitals, 

Truman sald he signed the bill 
despite certain provisions ‘‘which 
l consider objectionable,” 

He said a provision setting up 
a council composed of individuals 
who are not full-time Government 
officials and giving them a veto 
power over some actions of the 
Surgeon General was “contrary to 
sound = principles of administra- 
tion.” 

“This council may reverse the 
action of the surgeon general dia- 
approving a state plan because of 
failure to meet requirements of 
federal law,” the President's atate- 
ment said, 

The President also pointed out 
that under the bill if a atate 
agency is dissatisfied with the fed- 
eral administrators’ denial of a 
construction project, that agency 
may appeal to the federal courts. 
“For the first time under a fed- 
eral program of granta in ald this 
bill would sanction the judicial 
overriding of administrative dis- 
cretion which Congress has en- 
trusted to an official it holds re- 
sponsible for granting federal 
funds,” he said, 

Earlier, the Federal Security 
Agency had estimated that states 
would get $152,208,000 more a year 


from the Treasury under the new- 
te broadened Social Security Act. 

his, the agency said, will increase 
the annual federal contribution to 
about $560,281,000. 

Meanwhile, Senator Pepper 
(Dem.), Florida, told reporters the 
“minimum American social secur- 
ity program” of the future should 
include payments of §150 a month 
to every unmarried person over 
60 and $200 for married couples 
above that age. 

Long a supporter of more com- 
prehensive social security cover- 
age, Pepper said the “minimum 
program” also should assure: 

1. Payment of $150 a month 
to a widow with one minor child 
and an additional payment for 
each additional ehild, 

2. Hospital, medical, dental and 
nursing care for everyone need- 
ing it. 

3. An opportunity for every 
mother to bear her child in a 
hospital and to have pre-natal 
care, 


4. Care for orphans at public 
expense in a proper inatitution. 
The amendments to the Social 

Security Act, effective Oct, 1, per- 
mit the Government: 


1, To share up to $45 a month 
in payments to needy aged or 
blind persons. Previously the top 
limit was $40, 

2. To share up to $24 a month 
in payments for a single depen- 
dent child and $15 a month for 
each child beyond the first. The 
maximum heretofore has been 
$18 and $12, respectively. 

3. To contribute two thirds 
(or $10) of the first $15 of the 
average monthly assistance pay- 
ment instead of the previous re- 
quirement for flat 50-50 match- 
ing of state and federal funds,

CONTROLS BE PUT 
BACK ON FOODS

(The United Press reported Mor- 
ria H, Cohn, counsel for the Na- 
tional Meat Industry Council, New 
York, asked that some form of 
price control be restored on meat 
because prices have risen to “fan- 
tastic” levels since July 1. He 
said the council represented 18 
trade groups in nine eastern states 
and the District of Columbia and 
that he spoke for 25,000 retail 
butchers. 


(Joseph B, Hall, president of the 
Kroger Grocery and Baking Co., 
urged that price ceilings stay off 
because now the “law-abiding 
storekeepers” are able again to 
sell meat for the home dining 
tables, the U.P. said, Hall, who 
also spoke for the Colonia: Stores, 
First National, and Safeway 
chains, contended retail prices are 
only “slightly above” the old cell- 
ings plus subsidy and that sup- 
plies have increased substantially. 


(Herman A, Greenberg, Wash- 
ington attorney grescbarmesang, oes 
New Council of American Busi- 
ness, an organization of small bue- 
iness men, told the committee that 
a meat “monopoly” exaggerated 
reports of a black market in order 
to atifle emalk packers and force 
repeal of pricé control, the U.P. 
sald. Greenberg until recently was 
chief enforcement officer for 
OPA.) 


Organized labor and consumer 
groups were waiting to appear 
next before the committee to give 
the other side of the picture, 

Both sides appeared agreed on 
one main point: That whatever 
the board decides about one of 
the categories now up for hearing 
— grains, meats, dairy products, 
cottonseed and soybeans—it may 
have to reach the same decision 
for the others. 

This idea emerged from teati- 
mony yesterday by 22 different 
witnesses regarding cellings for 
grains, Seven witnesses for con- 
sumer, labor, veterans and one 
industrial group urged a return 
of controls, Fifteen men appear- 
ing for farm and business associa- 
tions vigorously protested against 
allowing ceilings to be restored 
Aug. 21, 

However, A. E. Lyon, appearing 
as a representative of railroad 
labor unions, told the board its 
price control hearing’ actually are 
the largest wage arbitration case 
ever conducted because “every 
price increase ia a wage cut.” 

Executive secretary of the Rall- 
way Labor Executives Associa- 
tion, Lyon eald railroad workers 
will “not stand for further in- 
creased prices of foods, rent or 
clothing.” 

Unless prices are controlled, he 
asserted, “it is doubtful that any- 
one will be able to prevent wild- 
cat strikes in proteat.” 

“In a perlod of uncontrolled 
prices, labor will demand and 
rightfully so, increased wages and 
cost of living bonuses in an at- 
tempt to stay even,” Lyon as- 
sorted, 

He said railroad workers are 
“dissatisfied” and that they blame 
the Government for allowing “run 
away prices,”

“One of the basic reforma is a 
revision of the salary structure 
so that a man without. independ- 
ent means can serve his country 
as an ambassador or minister or 
in any foreign service position as 
effectively as a wealthy man,” the 
President. sald, 


“At the same time that the bill 
improves compensation it subjects 
the service to more rigid require- 
ments in regard to promotion and 
training; it seeks to keap our dip- 
lomats and consuls from losing 
touch with American life and 
thought by providing more fre- 
quent and varied assignments in 
this country; and it tries to make 
the service truly representative of 
the whole Government and people 
by making it possible for the best 
qualified men and women in the 
country, in or out of the Govern- 
ment, to have tours of duty with 
the foreign service in any of its 
ranks.” 

One of the chief provisions 
boosts salaries of nearly all career 
workers, and increases ambassa- 
dors from $17,500 to $25,000 a year. 
Another section establishes a 
post-graduate training school for 
foreign service officers. 

Still another provision calls for 
automatic retirement of officers 
not qualifying for promotion as 
often as specified in standards 
outlined, he bill sponsors sald 
this would permit the department 
to clean out “dead wood” among 
employes ensier, 

Foreign service officers also will 
be required to spend at least three 
of their firet 15 years of work in 
the United States and to take 
home leaves every two years they 
are abroad, This ia designed to 
better acquaint the personne! with 
trends in their home country. 


OPA AUTHORIZES 2 PCT RISE 
IN IRON SOIL PIPE CEILING 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) — 
OPA today authorized an immedi- 
ate 2 per cent increase—of $1.75 
a ton—in ceiling prices for cast 
iron soil pipe and fittings. Laat 
May 26 a price increase of 6% 
per cent was granted, 

OPA also announced suspetsion 
until Aug, 21 of price ceilings on 
cottonseed and soybean oils sold 
for use in paints and other in- 
edible products. Under the new 
price control law these items are 
exempt from ceilings when sold 
for edible purposes, The Price 
Decontrol. Board will decide by 
Aug. 20 whether ceilings should 
be restored,

Poland, Mexico Reported 
Joining in Opposition 
to Country—U.S., Brit- 
ain Support Bid.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP) — 
Soviet Russia, Poland and Mexico 
were reported today to have ob- 
jected to admission of Portugal 
to the Unifed Nations, 

A member of the Security 
Council's membership committee 


‘gaid Polish Delegate Jerzy Mich- 


alowrki charged that the present 
government in Portugal waa simi- 
lar to that of “Fascist Spain.” 

Mexican Delegate Peon de Valle 
was said to have offered similar 
objections, while Alexei N. Kraail- 
nikov of Russia gave no reasons 
for his opposition, 

The United States and Great 
Britain supported Portugal's ap- 
plication, The clash over Portu- 
gal came after the applications of 
Eire and Trans-Jordan had been 
sidetracked yesterday by Soviet 
opposition. 

As a result of yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Security Council's 11- 
nation membership committee, 
only Afghanistan was tentatively 
given a clean bill out of the firat 
five of nine applications under 
consideration. 

Some quibbiing may remain 
over Afghanistan's bid, since Aus 
tralian Delegate Paul Hasluck 
tempered his approval with a mild 
reservation. A non-government 
agency, the World Jewish Con- 
gress, also volunteered a memo- 
randum charging the Kabul Gov- 
ernment was exercising a “virtual 
reign of terror” over 5000 Jews 
said to be living in Afghaniatan. 

Afghanistan was supported by 
the United States and unanimous- 
ly approved for membership, 
pending a final vote, before the 
Jewish protest had gained genera! 
circulation, 

A controversy shaped up in the 
committee over the Soviet-sup- 


j ported applications of Albania and 


the Mongolian Peoples Republic, 
which have been tabled during 
the committee's quest for further 
information on them, and the bids 
from Trans-Jordan and Eire, 
which have the prime sponsor- 
ship of the United Kingdom— 
and now the opposition of Russia. 

Kire's bid wan approved by all 
committeemen except those of 
Russia and Poland, Trans-Jordan’'s 
was strongly — by Britain 
and approved subject to a formal 
reservation by Egypt, although 
reservations also were made by 
the United States, Australia and 
Poland. 

Kraaiinikoy told the committee 
that the Boviet Union had no dip- 
lomatic relations with either Eire 
or Trane-Jordan and would vote 
against their admission, but he 
reserved the right to review their 
applications later. 

Michalowski reserved hia poal- 
tion on both, awaiting instructions 
on how to vote, 

Egyptian Representative Mah- 
moud Bey Fawzi entered his for- 
mal reservation on Trans-Jordan 
with a declaration that while 
Egypt approved the application, 
ths Government questioned the 
validity of a treaty cf alliance be- 
tween Trans-Jordan and Britain 
and doubted that it conformed to 
the U.N. charter provisions.

Colonel’s Wife to Go on Trial 
Before Court-Martial in 
Reich on Friday. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Aug. 
13 (AP)—Wac Capt. Kathleen B. 
Nash Durant, wearing her uni- 
form and service medals, told re- 
porters today that Army charges 
against her in the $1,500,000 Hesse 
crown jewels theft were “base- 
lean.” 

The 43-year-old officer, wife of 
another defendant in the theft, 
Col, Jack W. Durant of Chicago, 
will go on trial Friday before 


a court martial on charges of lar- 
ceny, embezzlement, conspiracy 
and absence without leave, 

Her husband and Maj. David 
F. Watson of Burlingame, Calif, 
have been named as her fellow 
conspirators. Both are awaiting 
charges, Most of the crown jewels 
have been recovered,

add up to “untold billions.” Where 
most of the money was squan- 
dered will be illustrated in typical 
cases, These typical cases are just 
that—-they don't purport to be a 
complete record, even with refer- 
ence to the specific war contrac- 
tors who will be named. 

They were selected from more 
than 1000 auditors’ reports ex- 
amined by this reporter. They 
show the pattern. If repetition 
would add anything to the ¢on- 
clusions, they could be multiplied 
many times. This would be true 
even of the companies. which will 
be identified, and reports on many 
companies which did precisely the 
same things will not be mentioned, 
They were eliminated simply be- 
cause they were repetitious of con- 
- ditions amply demonstrated in the 
reports selected for publication. 

Findings Listed. 

In this category, the investigator 
finds such things as: 

Production of parts fantastical- 
_ly out of proportion to the total 
required for delivery of the com- 
plete item. 

Charges to the Government 
for materials which were not 
produced. 


Plant amortization charged off 
im one contract and charged off 
again in subsequent contracts, 


No credit given Government 
by prime contractors on price re- 
ductions negotiated with subcon- 
tractors. (That is, the prime 
contractors billed cle fam at 
the higher original cost of sup- 
plies they used and when a re- 
duction was made, sought to 
pocket the difference.) 


Bale of scrap by contractors 
without reducing the cost of the 
original material to the Govern- 
ment. 

Unconscionable rentals paid 
for equipment used by contrac- 
tors—equipment which, in some 
cases, could have been pur- 
chased for less than was pald 
for short-time rental. 

In some tnstances the Govern- 
ment provided necessary parts 
or equipment and the contrac 
tors forgot about this, adding to 
the “cost” portions of their bills 
what they would have had to 
pay, If the parts and equipment 
hadn't been given to them free. 
Only contractors have been men- 

tloned. The reader ought to have 
in mind, however, that wherever 
there was a contract there was a 
contract officer, representing the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion, or some other agency of gov- 
ernment who passed on these mat- 
ters, and approved them, 
$200,000,000 Retrieved. 

Tt was not until the General Ac- 
eounting Office checked up that 
they were challenged, and $200,- 
000,000 collected through that of- 
fice was paid back to the Treas 
ury. Such matters send shivers 
of horror through the sturdy spine 
of Comptroller General Warren, 
who worked his way through col- 
lege with the aid of a roulette 
wheel responsive to his wishful 
thinking, but dreads as the plague, 
gambling with the taxpayers’ 
money. 

Now who did these things? 

The name of the Consolidated 
Vultee Corp., Fort Worth, Tex., 
will loom large in this recital, 
not necessarily because it was in 
any worse fix than other war con- 
tractors, but because the GAO 
reports on this company Illustrate 
more clearly the practices criti- 
eized by GAO and common to 
many companies, 

Here are five reports on Con- 
solidated Vultee. They aren't all 
the C.V. reports in the GAO of- 
fice, but in these five the com- 
pany is shown to have paid back 
to the Treasury more than $14,- 
000,000 for which it improperly 
had billed the Government. 

First is an item of $9,072,308— 
and 79 cents. GAO auditors re- 

rted in this instance that C.V. 

ad been supplied by the Gov- 
ernment with airplane parts pur- 
chased by the Government from 
another contractor. The Gov- 
ernment paid the supplier and 

id C.V. for the same parts. 
Cventually it got ite money back 
from C.V. 

Second, a deal involving the 
exchange of cargo plane parte 
for bomber plane parts. The 
cargo plane parts had not been 
thoroughly finished and C.V, 
made a charge against the Gov- 
ernment for finishing them; but 
the cargo plane parts, under the 
Government's contract with their 
fabricator, should have been fin- 
ished. From C.V, the Govern- 
ment collected $386,601. Records 
available here do not show 
whether C.V. got the money back 
from the other manufacturer, 

The Government was charged 
$265,504 as the “cost” of alir- 
plane parte made by C.V. when 
the contract did not call for 
enough airplanes to use all these 
parts. The money was recov- 
ered, 

We paid, and later got back, 
$133,686, claimed by O©.V. for 
manufacture of more parts than 
were needed to convert bombers 
to transports. 

We paid, and got back, $16,237 
for materials billed to the Gov- 
ernment but not actually used

So much for C-V, for the pres- 
ent. 


The Government paid $750,000 to 
North American Aviation, Inc,, not 
because it thought it was a rea- 
sonable payment, but because it 
was within the terms of the con- 
tract and GAO had to pass it, 
under the first War Powers Act, 

What happened was that Boeing 
was to provide certain “know-how” 
services to North American and 
was to be paid not less than $750,- 
000 nor more than $1,310,031, Only 
some preliminary work had been 
performed when the contract was 
canceled, GAO auditors figured 
Boeing had spent $89,220—and 56 
cents, in performance of the con- 
tract, before it was canceled, but 
the contract called for a minimum 
payment of $750,000, and that is 
wha’ was paid, 


Take Lockheed Aircraft Corpor- 
ation, Burbank, Calif. Like Con- 
solidated Vultee, Boeing, North 
American and other war contrac- 
tors to be named later, Lockheed 
made invaluable contributions to 
the war effort. It aiso got paid 
handsomely for doing it. 


Three GAO reports selected for 
this narrative show that it was 
paid $1,384,760 more than it was 
entitled to, in three apecific 
instances. 


Lockheed got $1,074,812 for sur- 
plus material, given to it by the 
Government, and added by Lock- 
heed to its charges for work done. 
It got $159,820 because it did not 
credit the Government with a 
price reduction offered by one of 
its suppliers, It got. $150,127 be- 
cause it billed the Government for 
supplies priced higher than the 
contract with the suppliers called 
for. All this came back to the 
Government, after GAO audits. 


Douglas Aircraft Incident, 


Douglas Aircraft Co. Inc., Long 
Beach, Cal., picked up, temporari- 
ly $138,754 in one deal, The 
amount represented the excess 
between the original price of sup- 
plies and the cost as determined 
on renegotiation with the supplier. 


Bell Aircraft Corp, Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., charged the Gov- 
ernment $1,209,856—and two cents, 
recovered after a GAO audit. Ob- 
jections to this payment included 
amortization charges, cost of ex- 
periments, and cost of tools, It 
was determined that these ex- 
penseg had been paid for in full 
under previous contracts, 


Auditing accounts of the Briggs 
Manufacturing Co., sub-contrac- 
tors for ailx airplane man- 
ufacturers, GAO men discovered 
Briggs had sold scrap material for 
$619 856 and there had been no 
corresponding reduction in the 
price paid by the Government to 
the aircraft manufacturers. The 
Government got the money back, 
but from whom is not entirely 
clear in the GAO report which 
simply says “Deducted on various 
disbursing officer vouchers,” 

Matter of Ordnance Works. 


Turn to procurements other 
than aircraft. 

There is the little matter of 
how we bullt the Hoosier Ord- 
nance Works, at Charlestown, 
Ind. Contractors were the Win- 
ston Bros. Co, C. F. Haglin & 
Sons, Inc., Missouri Mowe | ridge 
& Iron Co., and,Sollitt Construc- 
tion, Inc. 

The prime contract provided 
that if the Government decided 
eventually to buy equipment which 
the contract set out was to be 
rented, the whole amount paid in 
rental should be applied against 
the purchase price, 


But the equipment rented was 
procured from still another firm, 
in the role of a sub-contractor, The 
agreement with the sub-contrac- 
tor provided that only 20 per cent 
of the rental could be applied 
against purchase, That cost us 
$750,726—and 38 cents, until the 
GAO moved in and said no. 

The contracts which have béen 
considered here were al] cost-plus 
fixed fee. Tomorrow's article will

The British also said “urgent 
representations” were made to 
governments of countries from 
which the illegal immigrants 
were dispatched, “in order to stop 
the traffic at its source,” 

(In this connection, the United 
Press quoted a British Foreign 
Office spokesman as saying 
Russia and Romania have sent 
“unsatisfactory” replies to 
Britain's request for co-operation, 
and that the American reply on &@ 
proposal to partition Palestine ap- 
parently had been delayed, 

(The spokesman said fresh rep- 
resentations have been made to 
Moscow. The Russians, it was 
said, thus far have taken the at- 
titude that any move on their 
part would constitute interven- 
tion in Romania's internal affairs. 
Romania took the position that 
the Jews acquired no “illegal” sta- 
tus until after they left Romania, 
since they were equipped with 
visas of one type or another. 

(In Athens, the Greek Govern- 
ment dismissed a police superin- 
tendent who was held responsible 
for the illegal shipment of 433 
Jews from Greece to Palestine. 
The action was taken following 
representations by the British 
Government.) 

Not Spontaneous Fiight. 

The British announcement said 
the movement of illegal immi- 
grants was not spontaneous but 
was “a widely ramified and 
highly organized movement sup- 
ported by very large financial 
contributions from Zionist 
sources. 

“The organizers maintain a 
closely knit network of agents in 
the countries of eastern and 
southern Europe.” 

A spokesman for the British 
Colonial Office, in answer to ques- 
tions, specifically said “American 
financial sources” were responsible 
for “encouraging and directing” 
the iNegal immigration. 

The spokesman declined to name 
individuals or organizations but 
referred a reporter to “the many 
advertisements in United States 
newspapers appealing for money 
to ald European Jews get to 
Palestine by illegal means.” 

He cited one advertisement, pub- 
lished in April, which carried a 
phrase “American dollars pitted 
against British arms,” 

The Colonial Office said 9446 
iilegal immigrants had reathed 
Palestine in the last eight months. 

Morgan's Words Recalled. 

The Daily Mail recalled that 
"Gen, (Sir Frederick) Morgan, 
head of UNRRA in Germany, re- 
ferred to it (the organized traf-

In Poland, according to the

The Empire Rival was equipped 
with barbed wire cages for the 
voyage. 


_ Monat of the refugees from the 
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Yagur appeared sullen. Only a 

few, however, offered resistance 

and had to be carried aboard, 
Walk Up Gangplank. 

Most of them walked along 50 
feet of dockaide—their only steps 
on the land they sought to enter 
and then up the gangplank of 
the Empire Rival as British sol- 
diers stood guard, 

After they were loaded, the ref- 
ugees from the Henrietta Szold 
were loaded aboard the other 
waiting transport, 

A health examination was given 
the refugees on the dock and a 
British officer said any found too 
ill to make the trip to Cyprus 
would be hospitalized in Haifa, 

The docks briatied with heavily 
armed troops and armor during 
the ship-to-ship transfer, Nearly 
a cozen tank destroyers were 
among the armor in evidence — 
the first time they have appeared 
in this area, ; 

During a brief tour by foreign 
correspondents, escorted by mil- 
itary authorities, the refugees be- 
fore thelr departure shouted re- 
marks in a variety of languages. 

A few spoke in Hebrew, others 
in German or Italian. A Hebrew 
translator among the correspond- 
ents said one of the refugees told 
of “brutal beatings suffered by 
the refugees at the hands of sol- 
diers.” British officers reported 
that there had been no violence 
of any kind by either refugees or 
soldiers, 


Army Rations Provided. 

The officer in charge of deporta- 
tlon said the refugees would be 
served British Army rations during 
their trip to Cyprus, as well ans 
during their stay there and “will 
be accorded every convenience the 
British soldier gets,” 

An official statement issued to 
correspondents on the docks said 
that the Jewish Agency had been 
informed of the transhipment— 
called “Operation Igloo” by mili- 
tary authorities—and had been 
asked to co-operate. ~ 

The statement said the Jewish 
Agency was authorized to supply 
its own medical personne! if it 
no desired for the trip to Cyprus, 
but the officers in charge said 
they did not know whether there 
were any such personnal aboard, 

U. P. Correspondent’s Report. 

(United Press Correspondent 
Eliav Simon, reporting from Halfa, 
said the Jewish refugees, weeping 
and booing, fought vainly against 
British soldiers and marines who 
forced them aboard the two troop- 
ships.

“It wan not easy for the new 
Italy to stand firm after the down- 
fall of Fascism... Italy can not 
become a democratic country un- 
less she roots out the last ves- 
tiges of Fascism,” he said, 


To stand on ita feet, Molotov, 
told the conference, “Italy must 
carry out radical changes. The 
new Italy must have the support 
of all nations,” 

He said the assertions of De 
Gasperi were “the claims of the 
old imperialist Italy and not of 
the genuine new democratic 
Italy.” 

Molotov, praising Yugoslavia as 
“occupying a glorius place beside 
the Allies who defeated the Axis,” 
declared Yugoslavia’s claims to 
listria “are more valid than those 
of Italy.” 

“Italy's claims have nothing in 
common with international jus 
tice,” Molotov said. 

Ethiopian Delegate Meard. 

Ethiopian delegate Ato Aklilou 
Hlabte Wold, following Molotov in 
the Italian debate, recalled that 
"Italy used Eritrea and Somall- 
land as bases for her attack 
against Ethiopia.” 

He said Allied troops during the 
war told natives of those coun- 
tries that “these territories will 
never go back under Italy.” To 
return them to Italy would be “an 
act of international immortality,” 
he asserted. 

Prime Minister Conastantin 
Taaldaria, chief of the Greek del- 
egation, said in the first six 
months of the war “Greece sup- 
ported entirely alone on the Con- 
tinent all the weight of the Ital- 
lan aggression, augmented by Al- 
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than a just and fair peace” with 
Italy, he told the assembly: 
“What I'd like to say here Is 
that under the heading of dam- 
ages, there is a veritable catas- 
trophe in question when it comes 
to Greece. . . . Greece asks only 
her just rights—that of complete 
reparation of the damage to her 
economy caused by the enemy.” 

Before starting his speech Molo- 
tov complained that the delegates 
had not been provided with cop- 
les of the day's agenda and said 
the Soviet delegation wanted the 
agenda “discussed right now.” 
United States Secretary of State 
James F, Byrnes, the conference 
chairman, explained that no 
agenda had been provided by 
the secretariat and that therefore 
there waa nothing to discuss, 

Byrnes declared the discussion 
of the Italian statement closed 
after Molotov, Taaldaria and Wold 
had spoken and no other delegate 
requested opportunity to make an 
address. Byrnes announced meet- 
ings of the Itallan political, eco- 
nomic and territorial commissions 
for tonight. 

Byrnes had opened the conference 
to unlimited debate on the Italian 
question yesterday after his ruling 
that general debate should be de- 
ferred was challenged by Vishinaky 
as “an infraction of all the rules 
and an insult to the Soviet Union.”

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REPORTS SHARP CRIME 
INCREASE IN MISSOURI 


Highway Patrol Head Says 
Bank Robberies Are Up 
167 Pct. Since War. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 13 
(AP)—Crime is on the increase in 
Missouri, State Highway Patrol 
Superintendent Hugh H. Wag- 
goner said today, 

Waggoner said the number of 
bank robberies in the state since 
V-J day has increased 167 per cent. 
In the first nine months of 1945, 
only three banks were robbed in 
Missouri, while in the foll@wing 
nine-month period eight banks 
were robbed. ° 

There was an 85 per cent in- 
erease in the number of arrests 
for murder in the same period 
and a 97 per cent increase in ar- 
rests for armed robbery. Thirty- 
nine per cent more sex criminals 
were arrested, 

The figures were complied by 
the patrol to show the number of 
crimes committed and arrests 
made for the periods just before 
and after Japan's surrender. To 
facilitate the study, however, the 
first period was set as Jan. 1-Oct, 
1, 1495 and the second from Oct. 
1, 1945 to July 1, 1946. 

Waggoner said there has been 
a six per cent decrease in arrests 
of juveniles in Missouri since the 
end of the war. Three hundred 
thirty-nine juveniles were arrest- 
ed by the patrol in the pre-victory 
period while only 318 youngsters 
were arrested In the nine montha 
following. 


H. G. WELLS DIES; 
HE MADE HISTORY 
A ‘BEST-SELLER’ 


Continued From Page One. 


on July 56 when he loosed an at- 
tack on the British monarchy, in 
a question over whether the royal 
family was involved in large sums 
of money which Benito Mussolini 
paid to Sir Oswald Mosley, the 
British Fascist. He asserted if 
there were any truth in rumors 
that the royal family was in- 
volved, “then there is every rea- 
son why the House of Hanover 
should follow the House of Savoy 
int theo shadows of exile and 
leave England free to return to its 
old republican tradition.” 
Winston Churchill waa the tar- 
get of a bitter attack by Wells in 
December 1944. Wells called the 
then Prime Minister a “would-be 
fuehrer” who had “lost his head 
completely” in his intervention in 
Greece. He said “it is high time 
he retired on hia laurels before 
we forget the debt we owe him" 
as ai British fighting symbol. 
Wells declared Churchill's atand 
on Greece was a “discredit” to 
the nation and resulted from his 
“pro-royalism,” his snobbishness” 
and “limited range of ideas," 


Made Science Popular. 
Wells made acience a tnd 
subject and, by breathing life into 
dry bones of history, made of it 
a “best-seller.” 

With more than fifty books to 
his credit, he ran a gamut of 
sociology, political economy, and 
romance, as ‘well an the wildest 
flights of fancy. He had a par- 
ticular aptitude for working into 
the framework of his novels the 
latest technical and acientific dis- 
coveries #0 as to advance his own 
Views on politica and sociology, 

No task was too big for Wells to 
tackle. Yet he was often wrong 
in his estimate of the reception 
his work would receive at the 
hands -of the public. He was sur- 
prised by the success which his 
“Outline of History,” published tn 
1920, attained. It was translated 
into almost every language, and 
is still to be found on bookatalls 
all over the world, In one year 
it sold more than half-a-million 
copies in America and for a while 
outstripped the Bible as a best- 
weller. 

The; “Outline” was followed by 
“The Beience of Life" and “The 
Work, Wealth and Happiness of 
Mankind.” The latter was a mon- 
umental study of the present ait- 
uation of mankind in 250,000 
words, 

Of his novels, “Mr. Britling Bees 
It Through” achieved the greatest 
success in the United States, earn- 
ing its author about $100,000, 

Opposed Killing Hitler. 

Wells in a “contemporary mem- 
oir,” a book enttiled “'42 to '44," 
contended that it would be a mia- 
take for the Allies to kill Hitler. 

If Hitler was killed, he wrote, 
“We should be making a present 
to the real evil spirits of Germany 
~-we should be gving them just 
the national martyr behind whose 
legend they can shelter from the 
wrath to come.” The proper treat- 
ment, he sald, would be “to certi- 
fy him and put him away in a not 
too Juxurious asylum for criminal 
lunatics.” 

Wells was born Sept. 21, 1866, in 
a room behind the china and 
crockery shop kept by his parents 
at Bromley, in Kent. His father 
was a gardener who turned pro- 
fessional cricketer before becom- 
ing a shopkeeper. His mother 
was an innkeeper's daughter who 
was “in service” as a lady's maid 
before her marriage. 

At the age of 13 Wella was ap- 
prenticed as a junior clerk to a 
dry goods store at Windsor. He 
found the work irksome, and, after 
a fight with a junior porter, he 
was dismissed, In the years that 
followed, Wells was in turn a 
“pupil teacher” at his uncle's 
achool in Somersct, a clerk in a 
drug store, a “student assistant” 
at a grammar school, and again a 
store clerk, 

Studied Under Huxley. 

Finally turning his back on 
trade, Wells went to study under 
Prof. T.H. Huxley, the great 
nineteenth century acientist, at the 
Royal College of Science in South 
Kensington. There he took his 
Gegree as bachelor of science with 
honors, and absorbed that enthusl- 
asm for scientific Investigation 
that formed the background of 80 
many of his later works. 

After graduation Wells returned 
to schoolmastering, Alfred Harms- 
worth (later Lord Northcliffe) 
and A. A, Milne (the playwright) 
being among his pupils at that 
time. While he was teaching at 


Holt Academy, near Wrexham in| 


North Wales, he was accidentally 
fouled while playing football and 
had to take to his bed with a 
crushed kidney, This was fol- 
lowed by a misleading diagnosis 
that he was suffering from con- 
sumption, 

During his long illness and sub- 
sequent convalescence Wells be- 
gan to write seriously for the 
first time, So much progress did 
he make with hia literary work 
that within a few years he was 
able to give.up teacning and de- 
vote his whole MHfe to it, 

His first published novels, “The 
Stolen Bacillus’ and “The Won- 
derful Visit,” appeared 

Wells married twice—first his 
cousin, Isabel Mary Wells, whom 
he had known aince his early atu- 
dent days in London, and later, 
after a divorce, Amy Catherine 
Robbins, who had been a student 
in one of his biology classes, She 
died in 1927. 

Visited U. 8. Often, 

A frequent visitor to the United 
States, Wells once described him- 
self as a “pro-American.” In 1906 
he went to Washington to write a 
series of articles for the London 
Tribune, called at the White 
House and had several talks with 
President ‘Theodore Roosevelt. 
Shortly after his return to En- 
giand he published the volume 
"The Future of America.” 

On later visits Wells was re- 
ceived by Presidents Hoover and 
Harding. Although he never met 
Woodrow Wilson, he wrote about 
him te “The World -of William 
Clissold.” In 1921 he reported on 
the Disarmament Conference of 
that year, later publishing “Wash- 
ington and the Hope of Peace.” 

In the spring Of 1934 Wells 
again crossed the Atlantic, this 
time to compare President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt's “New Deal” 
with the “Five-Year-Plan” of the 
Soviet Union which he studied 
during a visit to Moscow. 

Wells maintained the extraor- 
dinary flow of works from his pen 
by working at all hours of the day 
or night. He had no special fads. 
His principle relaxation, as his 
books show, Was talking. 

Twice in his life he stood for 
Parliament as a Labor candidate—- 
in 1022 and 10923--but after the 
second defeat he abandoned poll- 
tics,

NUERNBERG, Aug. 13 (UP)-— 
Witness Werner Schaeffer for the 
S.A, “Brown Shirts’ ‘told the war 
crimes tribunal today that two 
early investigations of concentra- 
tlon camp brutalities put the 
blame on the Gestapo. 

Schaeffer evaded a question as 
to whether camp inmates were 
tortured by saying, “I was person- 
ally opposed to it and my guards 
had orders not to mistreat them.” 

He was director of the Oran- 
lenburg camp in 1933. 

Schaeffer said Hermann Goer- 
ing, under whom the camps were 
placed, wanted the number of in- 
mates kept at a minimum and 
favored Christmas amneaties.

America and Britain are in- 
volved in a quarrel which weak- 
ens them both in their dealings 
with everyone else. 

More important than this, Amer- 
ican and British support of Zion- 
iam is driving the Arabs into the 
arms of the Russians, 

Could “Cut World in Two.” 

If this process’ goes too far, the 
Soviets will become the masters of 
the whole Middle East. 

They could then “cut the world 
in two.” 

They could shut off the great 
east-west highway that connects 
Europe and the Far East through 
the Mediterranean and Suez. 

They could also cut off the 
United States and Britain-and 
everyone else in the world—from 
the precious oil of the Middle Kast 
that is the life blood of armies, 
navies and air forces. 

What threatens to cause all 
these consequences? 

What is the “real story” of what 
is happening in Palestine’ 

The basic cause of the tragedy 
is a struggle among four great 
conflicting world forces-America 
and Britain, whose interests coin- 
cide: the Seviet Union; world 
Jews and the Arabs, 

Why are these forces engaged in 
such a struggle?

~ The fact that the religious, his 
torical and patriotic passions of 
three great world faiths center 
in this tiny Holy Land—Christians, 
Jews and Moslems, 


At the Cronssroada, 


Palestine lies at the crossroads 
of empires and history, of the 
highwaya that connect Europe and 
Asia and Africa. The country that 
controls this crossroads controls 
also much that happens in all 
three of these continents, too. 

The British empire and common- 
wealth can survive in anything 
like their present form only so 
long as they can freely use these 
highways, 

The country that controls Palesa- 
tine also controls access to the 
vast oil reserves of the Middle 
Eaat. 

But Palestine is not just a pawn 
of great power politica, It is also 
the Holy Land of Christians, Jews 
and Moslems alike, It is an Arab 
country now, and long ago it was 
a Jewish country, 

Thus, anything that looks like 
@ threat to the Arabs’ position 
there can set the Arabs aflame all 
the way from Casablanca to the 
China sea, 

Anything that looks like a threat 
to the Jewish position there can 
rouse all world Jewry. Moat 
especially it can rouse Zionist 
Jews in the United States, where 
the Jews make their wishes felt 
at the polls just as everyone else 
does.

Roth the Arabs in the Holy 
Land itself and those throughout 
the whole Arab world want Pal- 
estine to be an Arab state, not 
a Jewish one. 

The Arabs, moreover, atrive to 
achieve their aim with a single- 
ness of purpose as passionate as 
that of the Jews, 

The Ruasians, too, know exactly 
what they want, and they go 
about getting it with cold-blood- 
ed singleness of purpose. 

The Soviets want to control the 
Middle East, They want to do 
this in orden to “cut the world — 
and the British: Empire and Com- 
monwealth--in two,” and in order 
to shut off the United States and 
Britain and everyone else from 
the oll of the Middle Eaat. 

If the Soviets succeed {n this, 
they will enormously strengthen 
their own power in the world and 
disastrously weaken the strength 
of the United States and Britain. 

U. S.British Blunder, 

In. this savage struggle for sur- 
vival and for power, America and 
Britain have made a mistake 
which has proved almost fatal — 
they have tried to accomplish two 
different and conflicting purposes, 
The result, thus far, has been that 
they have accomplished neither 
one, 

Firat, the major purpose of 
America and Britain in the Mid- 
die Fast ian to secure free accean 
and free transit through that part 
of the world. 

This purpose can be accom: 
plished only if the Arabs are 
friendly, or weak, or both, 

However, America and Britain 
have also tried to accomplish an- 
other purpose in their Middle 
Kast policy. They have tried to 
win the support of world Jewry 
to their side in world—and do- 
mestic— politics, 

They have tried to do this by 
supporting Jewish immigration 
into Palestine, 

But the more Jewa that Amer- 
len and Britain have encouraged 
and helped to go to Palestine, 
the more hostile the Arabs have 
become. 


Position Yeopardized, 


This hostility has jeopardized 
America's and Britain’s position 
in the whole Middle East. It has 
done so in two ways: : 

First, the Arabs have created 
a political, a police and a military 
problem by thelr own resistance 
to Zionism, 

Second, the Arabs are turning 
towards the Soviets for help 
against America and Britain — 
and are getting it. 

As the Arabs’ hostility has 
risen, the Jews, too, have suf- 
fered. Among other things, the 
Arabs’ own resistance and the 
Russian danger have forced the 
British to clamp down on immi- 
gration into Palestine at the very 
time when the Jews most desper-

This, in turn, has made many

No country in the world has 
been a better or more consistent 


friend of the Jewish people than 
Britain. 

Wherever the Jews were perse- 
cuted the voice of Britain was 
lifted in protest, and, wherever 
possible, action was taken to mitl- 
gate their lot. , 


When they were persecuted by 
Hitler, the British people not only 
protested most vigorously, but a 
large body of refugees from Nazi 
barbarism were received in our 
country. Even during the war, 
when our people were hard 
pressed for shelter and supplies, 
more were allowed in. Alto- 
gether 200,000 refugees—a large 
proportion of them Jews—landed 
in Britain, 

500,000 Jews Admitted, 
It was under the British man- 
date that nearly 600,000 Jews 
settled legally in Palestine where 
a great Jewish community now 
exiats, 
When it was threatened. with 
Nazi invasion—a terrible threat to 
the Palestinian Jews—-British arms 
prevented that dread possible. 
The Jewa in Palestine were 
given arms so that they might be 
equipped for their own defense 
against their would-be liquidators 
from Nazi Germany and to enable 
them to take a part in the com- 
mon struggle. n Britain there 
are no pogroms; Jews enjoy all 
the rights of civil liberty, 
Buch is the record of this island, 
now the subject of bitter and un- 
fair attack by many—though by 
no means all—Jews on account of 
the unhappy events in Palestine, 
in the course of which British sol- 
diers, doing their duty, have been 
killed, wounded and kidnaped, not 
in open and atraightforward bat- 
tle, but from ambush and even in 
the course of hospitality. More- 
over, Civil servants serving Pales- 
tine no less than Britain, and ordi- 
nary quiet citizens going about 
their peaceful business have been 
the victims of outrage more worthy 
of Nazis than of the Jewish vic- 
tims of Nazis, 


Against this background His 
Majesty's government give the 
facta and their decision about the 
iiiegal immigration to Palestine 
which threatens both civil war and 
a breakdown of government in the 
historic land, 


Quota Exhausted in 1945. 
In December 1945, the quota of 
76,000 Jewish immigrants permit- 
ted to enter Palestine under the 
provisions of the white paper was 
exhausted, 


Nevertheless, pending a final 
decision on future policy for Pal- 
estine, His Majesty's government 
authorized the continuance of 
Jewish immigration at the rate 
of 1500 a month, Instead of this 
provision being accepted pending 
decisions on long-term policy, 
there has been an increasing flow 
of illegal immigrants into Pales- 
tine. The numbers of these iI- 
legal immigrants have had to be 
set off against the monthly 
quotas, and those already held in 
camps in Palestine, or on ships 
in Halfa harbor, are more than 
sufficient to absorb the whole 
quota for many months ahead, 
Hiowever, illegal immigrants in 
considerable numbers are known 
to be on their way to Palestine. 


Moved by sympathy for the suf- 
fering of the Jewish people in 
Europe, His Majesty's government 
have hitherto allowed illegal im- 
migrants to land, in spite of the 
grave embarrassment caused to 
the Palestine authorities both In 
the administration of the quota 
and by the necessity for detain- 
ing in camps those whose entry 
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was not immediately possible 
under the quota. 

The patience, forbearance and 
humanity thus shown by His Ma}- 
esty’s government has, however 
been interpreted by those respon- 
sible for the traffic as a sign of 
weakness and as an encourage- 
ment to redouble their efforts to 
increase the flow of illegal immi- 
grants still further. 

The point has now been 
reached when it ts clear that the 
present illegal traffic is not, as 
has been maintained, a move- 
ment arising spontaneously 
among the European Jews who 
see in Palestine their only hope 
for the future, Nor are those 
who encourage and direct it in- 
apired solely by the sympathy 
which is so widely felt for suf- 
fering. 


Recent developments have re- 
vealed the illegal immigrant 
traffic as a widely ramified and 
highly organized movement sup- 
ported by very large contribu- 
tions from Zionist § sources, 
which has been built up and put 
into operation by unscrupulous 
persons in an attempt to force 
the hand of His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment and anticipate thelr de- 
cision on future policy in Pales- 
tine.

Dr. Simon Alexandrov, Russian 
observer at the Bikini tests, said

“Tl do not know whether we have 
an atom bomb right now,” Alex- 
androv said, “Perhaps we have. 
Perhaps we have not, 

“We have worked for many 
years on atomic energy and I 
guess that we shall soon have 
atomic energy in the Soviet, 
Russia has the raw materials and 


the personnel.” 

Alexandrov, professor at the 
Moscow Inatitute of Non-Ferrous 
Metala and Gold, is a specialist in 
the field that includes thorium and 
uranium, bases of the atom bomb. 

He said he went to the Bikini 
tests because his government 
wished to know how it was organ: 
ized and conducted “so that in the 
event Russia prepared a bomb, 
she would know how it should be 
demonstrated,” 

“‘If’—and he emphasized the 
word “if’—the Soviet Union pre 
pares thia bomb, It would hold a 
test somewhere in Russia where 
it would not endanger the popula- 
tion, Alexandroy said, 

“Such a test might be held in 
Siberia, in the mountainous area 
of Russia, in the Arctic or In the 
islands north of Canada.” 

Warning that it waa absolutely 
impossible for one nation to keep 
the secret of atomic energy, Alex- 
androv pointed out significantly 
that Physicist Jollot Curle of 
France already knew it. 

Asked if he considered the atom 
bomb as an inatrument to obtain 
international peace, Alexandrov re- 
plied through an_ interpreter, 
“something else is needed.” 

“That something,” he explained, 
‘ia an agreement of the United 
Nations written within the scope 
of the United Nations.” 

He anid that if the "Russians 
some time “should be obliged” to 
hold an atomic demonatration. 
United Nationa representatives un 
doubtedly would be invited to at- 
tend, he added.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The letter, “A Bricklayer’s Manifesto,” 
lg a very clear confession by a good 
union man. I was very surprised to see 
the letter, because 1 didn’t think a union 
man had enough nerve to come right 
out and admit their tactics. 

“Suitcase” complained about having 
to work for 60 centa an hour in 1930 
and seemed to think he has gained 
greatly, now that he is getting $2, He 
apparently does not realize that he was 
probably buying more with his $4 a day 
in 1930 than he now is with his $16. Be- 
sides paying proportionately higher 
prices, he now has to pay much more 
taxes, union dues and assesaments, and 
a dollar-a-day kickback to his union 
business agent. 

He mentioned that they have means 
of siowing down the fast bricklayers, 
They have slowed them down to the 
point where they lay approximately 350 
bricks a day, which even the slowest 
bricklayera can lay in about half a 
day's time. 

“Sultcase” bragged about haw the con- 
tractors who are not approved by the 
union executive board do not contract, 
and that “smart non-union men” have 
their supply of materials cut off by a 
picket line. Well, that isn't how they 
stopped me from contracting. They 
couldn't. But they did send about 30 
armed thugs out and threatened to 
punch the man's eyes out who contin- 
ued to work, and threatened to “fix him 
up so he couldn't work for quite a few 
days.” 

“Sultcase” seems to think that such 
tactics, used also by the Russians in 
thelr purges, are legitimate for the la- 
bor unions. If industry tries to elimi- 
nate competition like that, it is prone- 
cuted by the Federal Government under 
the anti-trust laws, but up to now there 
are practically no lawa protecting the 
public from such antics on the part of 
the union. 

“Suitcase” admitted that only a lim- 
{ited number of bricklayers’ sons are al- 
lowed to learn how to lay bricks; all 
“outsiders” are prohibited. I wonder 
how loudly he would yell if his son went 
to enroll in a medical school and was 
told that he could not become a doctor 
because he was not a doctor's son. 

I think that letter was a confession 
by a union man to the alleged Commu- 
nist activities of the unions, Yet, as I 
denounce the unions, I have to think 
back, before the advent of the labor 
unions, when men worked like animals 
practically for nix. 

The labor unions have done a lot of 
good, both for the workers and the reat 
of the country. But now they have a 
lot of power and money, and are out to 
break industry. They just don't have 
sense enough to know that when they 
break industry they break themselves, 
too.

Lessons in Accounting 


Comptroller General Lindsay Warren told the 
Mead Committee, “It is all very well to talk 
about the billions collected in renegotiation (of 
warecontracts) but what I would like to know 
is how many billions were given away..." Now, 
through the Post-Dispatch Washington Bureau, 
Mr. Warren js explaining in detail just what he 
meant by that statement. 

Mr. Warren knew that friendships develop be- 
tween armament manufacturers and procure- 
ment officers, and he knew that at best the of- 
ficers are not trained in the ways of accounting. 
So he went to his friends in Congress and tried 
to obtain for his office, as the authorized “watch- 
dog of the Treasury,” the right merely to sit 
in on contract settlements to protect the pub- 
lic interest. This was refused. 

Consequently, in examining war contracts 
the Comptroller General's office was pitifully 
shackled, In the cost-plus contracts, which Mr, 
Warren described as “the greatest device ever 
invented for pumping money out of the Treas- 
ury,” the Comptroller General could do no more 
than to ascertain that the amount paid out was 
in accord with the terms of the contract. He 
had no power, as he has in civil expenditures, 
to see that the terms of the contract were in 
bounds of honesty and reason. 

* * + 

Yet even this nominal check on contracts 
proved irksome to some arms manufacturers. So 
many of the procurement orders were shifted 
from the cost-plus contract to what was known 
as the “negotiated fixed-price contract.” 
contract, cost had no direct relation to price, and 
the Comptroller General had no check at all, 
beyond seeing that the amount paid out by the 
Government agreed with the amount called for 
in the voucher approved by the armed services, 

Nevertheless, with such meager powers as were 
left to it, the Comptroller General's office has 
been able to save the Government more than 
$200,000,000 in war contract rebates. In the 
cost-plus contracts, it was able to eliminate some 
padding such as the cost of special junkets for 
corporation officers and employes, for institu- 
tional advertising (which has strangely dried up 
since it can no longer be indulged at Govern- 
ment expense), and for long-range improvements 
in plant and grounds. 

The greatest recovery was made, however, where 
the Government was plainly double-charged. The 
story is told in detail in the news columns of 
this paper today and need not be repeated. One 
example will suffice, The Consolidated Vultee 
Corporation of Fort Worth improperly billed the 
Government for $14,000,000, Representative was 
an item of nearly $10,000,000 for airplane parts 
which the Government had purchased from an 
outside supplier and given to Consolidated Vul- 
tee. 

~ . + 

None of this should be taken as a general re- 
flection on the men and the corporations who 
performed brilliantly in producing the vast quan- 
tities of weapons, ammunition, ships and vehicles 


that overwhelmed our enemies in Europe and the 


Pacific. 

The Truman Committee, as the Mead Commit- 
tee was known before the present President left 
the Senate, found that the war program had 
been handicapped by “many incompetent, self- 
ish and even dishonest men in all ranks of in- 
dustry, labor and Government.” But the com- 
mittee added that the “conclusion is unavoidable 
that the men who have made substantial per- 
sonal and financial sacrifices to engage in the 
thankless task of renegotiating war prices for 
the Government have demonstrated their good 
faith, sincerity of purpose and patriotism beyond 
question.” 

This verdict obviously requires some revision 
in the light of recent developments, but in the 
main it still stands, The great lesson is to de- 
vise adequate safeguards to protect the Treas- 
ury if the country is faced again with the neces- 
sity for all-out armament. Comptroller General 
Warren's criticisms will be most helpful if, 
against the devout wishes of the nation, such 
a time should come again. 
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Who's Excited? 


Some nervous and irresponsible headline 
writers, not on the Post-Dispatch, found red 
meat in the story of the two American officers, 
Capt, Cobin and Lt. Wyatt, who were held in the 
Soviet zone in Berlin for 26 days, Perhaps war 
was not just around the corner, but hysteria was 
lolling well this side of the corner, picking its 
teeth with an atom-bomb detonator. 

The facts were finally unearthed by Time 
magazine. It turns out that Cobin and Wyatt 
were the unfortunate victims of a Soviet re- 
prisal against American occupation authorities 
in Berlin, who previously had arrested two Soviet 
officers and held them for 34 days. American 
authorities, while they held the Russians, denied 
any knowledge of their whereabouts, Russian 
authorities maintained the same phony air of 
ignorance while they held Cobin and Wyatt. 
They were paying us back in our own coiln—and 
with eight days less of it than we had paid them. 
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In New Zealand and ‘Bare 

The AFL building trades unions in St. Louls 
have majestically consented to handle prefabri- 
cated housing which is not made in a CIO plant, 
which is not ready-wired, or does not have 
plumbing installed or is not, in effect, really 
prefabricated, So the crafts go their arrogant 
way, and public necessity be damned. 

If that occurred in New Zealand, where there 
is a full-fledged Labor Government, what would 
happen? New Zealand is promoting American 
methods of low-cost prefabrication, and Fortune 
magazine quotes Robert Semple, Public Works 
Minister, as saying: “Anybody that fights good 
housing—as cheap as we can make it—will be 
blasted out of his tracks.” 

How, then, did our building unions get that 
way? One illustration occurred in 1941 when 
P, J. Currier, prefabricator who employed CIO 
labor, bid low by $400,000 on a Michigan war 
‘housing contract. The contract was withheld. 
John C. Carmody, Federal Works Administrator, 
said Currier’s methods would “cause a revolu- 
tion in the building industry,” and “I don’t want 
to be the person that creates a revolution.” 

Today the question is, why not? The Federal 
Government is sponsoring mass production of 
prefabricated homes as one answer to the des- 
perate need for shelter. If that is a revolution, 


In this . 
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we should make the most of it, and not under- 
mine the whole program by upholding a crowd 
of short-sighted craft unionists who oppose it,

Congress's liberality to war industry and 
illiberality to war workers is emphasized again 
by Senator Taylor of Idaho. He has suggested 
to the President that individuals be given tax 
refunds comparable to those enjoyed by corpo- 
rations. 

Capital investment to fill war orders can be 
fully charged off for tax purposes during the 
war years, with the effect of undertaxing war- 
time income, Corporations which fail to earn 
their prewar “base” profits in the first years 
after the war can obtain refunds of the excess 
profits taxes they have paid, Sufferers from 
outright losses can also get refunds of regular 
corporation taxes, In consequence, Westing- 
house, for example, has converted a large strike- 
caused postwar loss into a small net loss—at 
taxpayers’ expense. General Motors, with an 
operating loss in the second quarter of 1946, 
claims enough tax refund to show a net profit 
of $16,000,000, 

Congress's purpose was reasonable: to insure 
against loss on Government orders and to pro- 
vide reconversion funds, But Congress was too 
unstudiedly liberal, and these benefits, like the 
cost-plua-fixed-fee contract of Garsson fame, 
have sometimes beén misused. Corporations 
have been and can be financed by taxpayers for 
labor war, To top it all, Congress and Adminis- 
tration alike were too eager to junk the excess 
profits tax—an eagerness which Mr, Truman 
belatedly regretted. 

In sharp contrast, Congress is niggardly with 
the worker's reconversion, It refused to provide 
travel allowances for those working far from 
home; it refused to underwrite a maximum un- 
employment benefit of $25 a week; it refused 
other social legislation, including a much-needed 
increase in the minimum wage for low-pald labor. 

It is therefore little wonder that someone hits 
on the idea of redressing the balance by giving 
refunds to wage earners, all of whom live on 
depreciated dollars and some on fewer dollars 
than they had during the war. Unfortunately, 
that would be trying to make a right of two 
wrongs, Moreover, Senator Taylor is unrealistic 
in saying that reducing taxes on low incomes 
would be non-inflationary because the refunds 
would be spent on necessities. The most bur- 
densome inflation, of course, is in such neces- 
saries as milk, meat and bread—a fact which 
the Decontrol Board should act on in spite of 
the farm bloc’s opposition to renewed price con- 
trola on foods, 

Rather than attack wrong with wrong, the 
best course is to limit refunds to Congress's 
original purpose, Such administrative solutions 
are necessarily imperfect, but they are the best 
hope in this endlessly varied and complicated 
situation. The Treasury asserts its discretion to 
disallow or modify refund claims on the merits. 
If its administration measures up, the Treasury 
can still eliminate much of the inequity.

They are 
designated as “square,” which means what was 
meant yesterday by “corny.” 

As well 
tie in with every juke-box a ukulele, with every 
pair of blue jeans a mah jongg set, with every 
ounce of Chanel No, 5 the economy-size bottle of 
Sloan's Liniment, “Crabbed age and youth can- 
not live together,” as Willlam Shakespeare said; 
and even though he was very old indeed, he 
knew a thing or two. 
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Was This Strike Unavoidable? 


Smoke drifted out of the big stack of the 
Granite City Steel Co. today for the first time 
in 150 days. The strike of 175 machinists ts 
over, Late yesterday afternoon the machinists 
voted, 113 to 21, to withdraw their pickets and 
Jet the vanguard of the company’s 2100 employes 
go back to work, 

Congratulations for the successful though be- 
lated achievement must go to Rev. Leo C., 
Brown, 8.J.. A special representative of the 
Secretary of Labor, he brilliantly and speedily 
succeeded, after others had tried and failed. 
It took him but two weeks (1) to persuade the 
machinists to alter their stand and submit the 
major issue to arbitration and (2) to end the 
strike. 

To Granite City and to the entire industrial 
area it was a costly 150 days. All the statistics 
are not yet in, but some approximate losses have 
already been estimated. 

The workers lost about $3,150,000 in wages. 

The company lost 315,000 man days of 
production, 

In output this was 150,000 tons of flat- 
rolled steel. In value it was $9,750,000, 
The community lost about $2,500,000, its 
share of the wages. (Nearly 80 per cent of 
the wages paid by the steel company re- 
main in Granite City.) 

These figures refer only to the first wave of 
losses. How much was lost in addition through 
the slow-down of production among customers of 
the steel company in this and other parts of the 
country is anyone’s guess, but it would run Into 
the many millions of dollars. 

The strike is over now, except for the out- 
come of the arbitration on the issue of weekend 
pay and that will not affect the return to work. 
The question is: was there not a way in which 
it would have been done sooner? 

In Toledo, the community, management and 
labor sit down in a conciliation effort right from 
the beginning of disputes, to prevent them from 
becoming strikes. This method might have averted 
or at least diminished the tremendous social loss 
of the Granite City steel strike. A community 
has an obligation to look after its own welfare. 
Why do we neglect it? 
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The fixed-fee war contracts didn't turn out so 
well. It seems some of them really were fixed.

Herbert Evatt makes Australia’s voice in foreign policy heard for 
first time; a mild Socialist and admirer of America, he champions 


of rights of small nations; fights abuse of veto power in UN; says

Until six years ago Australia’s role In 
world diplomacy was roughly comparable 
to the position of Switzerland in the world 
of naval affairs, Today it is impossible 
to pick up a paper without spotting some 
such headline as “Aussies Hit Britain on 
Franco,” “Australian Delegate Cautions 
Gromyko,” or “Australian Offers Plan for 
UN Atom Pact.” For all of which Aus- 
tralians can thank the nature of the war 
and the energy and vision of one man-— 
Dr. Herbert Vere Evatt, Minister of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, judge, diplomat, biographer 
connolsseur of poat- 
impressionist art and 
authority on the 
science of cricket. 


There is no pom- 
pousness in him, no 
pose of the learned 
judge or the world 
statesman, And cer- 
tainly there is noth- 
ing of the pedant in 
his readily tapped 
atream of Cockney- 
like vowels. ‘“Naow 
you tike this bloody . 
business todye,” he 
will say by way of 
introducing some EVAT? 
rather earthy § re- =~ Berger in the ation, 
marks on an afternoon’s session of the Se- 
curity Council. 


He is extremely fond of the United States, 
a prejudice undoubtedly enhanced by two 
major considerdtions: America’s role in 
warding off the Japanese in the dark days 
when invasion looked certain, and an lowa- 
born wife of charm and distinction. 


Aa a jurist he is emphatically more con- 
cerned with justice than with precedent or 
the letter of the law; politically he consid- 
ers himself a Socialist without dogma; 
diplomatically he shuns the striped-pants- 
and-protocol approach and goes directly to 
the easence of the matter at hand, 


On Bullets or Ballots 


Evatt's politics is rooted in social justice, 
but he is unwilling to trade political free- 
dom for economic, He ia just an unwill- 
ing to trade present principles for future 
hopes. “Democratic procedures,” he says, 
‘are as important as democratic ends.” 


He explains certain Russian behavior that 
he has encountered in his term as a dele- 
gate to the Security Council as an expres- 
sion of the Communist inability to accept 
even the most temporary defeat in the give- 
and-take of the democratic process, 


“Ultimately, decisions have to be made 
by ballots or bullets,” he says, “We believe 
in ballots, We may be beaten, but we can 
take a beating and try again, and we're 
always willing to take that chance.” 


Evatt's Socialism, if it In Socialiam, ia of 
the Fabian sort. ‘‘Meliorism” is his own 
word for it. “New Deal” would be ours. 
He is opposed to governing families, con- 
centrated corporate wealth and interfer- 
ence with civil liberties; and he favors 
gradual social legislation and public own- 
ership of railroads, electric power and 
major natural resources. 


The greatest world figure of the genera- 
tion for him, is Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
after him, Australia’s late Prime Minister 
John Curtin, Asquith, Wilson and Hull are 
other stars in the Evatt galaxy. But with 
the possible exception of Curtin none Is in 


a clase with Rooseveit, whose joss, ne be- 
lieves, was a blow from which the world 
ig still reeling. 


The keystone of Australia's firat gen- 
ulnely independent foreign policy is not the 
British Commonwealth, but the United Na- 
tions, Evatt is almost passionately con- 
vinced that the UN offers the only hope in 
a fearful world, And he is equally con- 
vinced that to realize that hope the UN 
will have to be considerably overhauled. 


But he is devoted to upholding the prin- 
ciples of the Charter, and, as he shrewdly 
points out, these principles are generally 
of more concern to the little states, which 
depend on them for security, than to the 
larger powers, which depend on them for 
rhetoric, 


Against Abuse, Not Veto 


On two fronts Evatt has carried on a 
fight within the UN that has made him 
easily its most colorful figure. At San 
Francisco he was one of the chief archi- 


tects of the Economic and Social Council, * 


designed to foster better living standards 
and as close an approach as possible to 
“full employment.” He is Socialist enough 
to believe that “a permanent system of se- 
curlty can be made effective only if it has 
a foundation in economic justice.” 


Evatt Was to discover a question that 
dwarfed the problema of any of ita aubordl- 
nate agencies, This was the question of 
the veto—the right of any one of the Big 
Five to overrule a decision of all the other 
members. 


What Evatt refuses to countenance ia 
not the principle of unanimity itself, but 
what he regards as the abuse of the veto 
in practice, His feelings on the matter 
came to a boll in the Security Council over 
the handling of the Spanish question, Evatt 
has always been hostile toward the Franco 
regime, He fought for strong action in 
the Council, and came up with the beat 
compromise attainable in view of the cool- 
ness of the American and British delega- 
tions, only to have Gromyko secornfully ap- 
ply the veto. 


From Defense to Crusade 


With all the suave diplomacy of a mag- 
latrate in traffic court, Evatt addressed hia 
Boviet colleague. “Because the thing doesn’t 
go quite the way you like it,” he advised, 
“don't brush aside the views of the major- 
ity.” 

Once resigned to the so-called “unanimity 
principle,” Evatt ja now convinced that it 
will have to go if the UN is to be made a 
workable instrument. 


“It is a travesty of democratic proce- 
dures,” he told an international N.B.C, 
audience shortly before his departure for 
the Paria peace conference, “when any one 
nation can block the unanimous opinion of 
the remainder of a Council] of 11 when 
it is endeavoring solely to concillate inter- 
national disputes,”

An Uncrowned Queen 


BEATRICE WEBB. , Margaret Coe (Harcourt, Brace 


©., New York 

Beatrice Webb, already a fading memory 
among the younger radicals, but the out 
standing feminine political figure of her 
day in England (she died only in 1943), ts 
presented in a warm and human portrait 
by a woman who knew her intimately. 
Neither her extraordinary capabilities nor 
her failings are overlooked in this biogra- 
phy, claimed by Bernard Shaw, in his re- 
view of the British edition, to be “the most 
interesting and important English life 
story of the year’ 

Beatrice Webb was something new 
among celebrities of the 80s. She was a 
Jady, with civic interest presumably outside 
her realm. Also she was of wealthy Vic- 
torian origin, and she could more easily 
have sought success in commerce or indus- 
try. 

~ * . 


Her strenuous social consciousness re- 
sulted from close association with her 
nurse, a kindly woman who compensated 
for an indifferent mother. Her keen or- 
ganizational sense and sound administra- 
tive ability resulted from early experience 
in handling the affairs of her invalid 
father. Her remarkable power of cool judg- 
ment was due to a deep and fundamental 
consistency of purpose which, while cover- 
ing some inconsistency in practice, never 
admitted an alternative to the final ob- 
lective. 


Like most socially advanced thinkers, she 
wos a product of the age in which she 
iived. The rise of the factory system had 
already established an urgent need for so- 
cial reform when the mechanical revolu- 
tion, coupled with traditional British con- 
servatisam, created a vacuum of poverty, 
disease and crime. To combat these evila, 
Beatrice Webb exerted a powerful behind- 
the-scenes influence toward state social- 
jam. 

Her personal life was intimately bound 
with her public achievements, She met 
Sidney Webb in 1800, while seeking mate 
rial for her first book. They were mar- 
ried two years later despite the protests of 
her rich family and friends. Once described 
by Shaw as “the Webbs’ incorrigible spoon- 
ing over their industrial and political 
acience,” theira Waa not a conventional ro- 
mance. Destined to encompass more. than 
a half century of brilliant accomplishment, 
it was, from the outset, a strong working 
partnership.

Largely through their efforts, the Fabian 
Bociety grew from a straggling band of in- 
tellectual reformers to the powerful influ- 
ence which culminated in formation of the 
labor Party. Their extensive research into 
the history and philosophy of trade union- 
iam became the keystone of industria] or- 
ganization. Together they worked for co- 
operation, state socialism through peaceful 
evolutionary methods, and more than 30 
years before the Beveridge Report, set the 
pattern for social security in England. 

It is, as this biographer points out, too 
early for a fair evaluation of the Webbe 
and their contribution to society. But it 
is not too early to say that Beatrice Webb 
was the uncrowned queen of the British 
laboring classes. One looks forward to 
the publication of her diaries,

These plain facts are invisible 
to Attlee and Bevin.

ITALIAN RENAISSANCE 


[APESTRY AT MUSEUM 


16th Century ‘Triumph of 
Fame,’ Bought for $8500, 
on Exhibition. 


(Picture In Everyday Magazine.) 


A rare sixteenth century Italian 
Renaissance tapestry was ac- 
quired by the City Art Museum, 
it was announced today, The ta- 
pestry, “The Triumph of Fame,” 
was purchased for $8500 from a 
New York dealer, It is the first 
Italian addition to the tapestry 
collection, 

The tapestry Is of woo. and silk 
and measures 23 feet 4 inches 
wide by 6 feet 11 inches high. It 
depicts “Fame,” one of the six 
“Triumphs” of the famous four- 
teenth centur Florentine poet 
and humanist, Francesco Petrarch, 
There are five other tapestries to 
the Petrarch “Triumph” series. 
These are ‘Love,” “Chastity,” 
“Eternity,” “Time” and “Death,” 

On a background of buildings 
of classical architecture, “The Tri- 
umph of Fame” shows a proces- 
sion in which Fame is depicted 
as a winged figure, riding on a 
chariot drawn by two elephants, 
and followed by men and women 
who achieved fame during their 
lifetime, Fame holds a trumpet 
in her left hand, and in her right, 
another which she is blowing. A 
border of festoons of fruits and 
draperies, suspended from 
masques and cartouches, enclose 
the scene at the top and bottom. 
The side borders are woven with 
caryatid figures and pendants of 
fruits. The coloring is still rich 
and luxuriant despite its age of 
nearly four centurtes, 

“The Triumph of Fame” is now 
on exhibition in the Italian Gal- 
lery. It was formerly in the col- 
lection of the late Mrs. Edith 
Rockefeller McCormick of Chi- 
cago. The other tapestries of the 
Petrarch series hang in England, 
Vienna and New York.

“I fee. now like I could pitch 
nine innings easy,” he said, “but 
I probably will last a couple of 
years longer as a relief pitcher 
and that suits me. I enjoy the life 
in major league baseball so until 
I fade out again, I'll stay at it.”

The P-80 made the trip in 40 
minutes, The Air Force said it 
previously had been erroneously 
figured to have made the flight 
at a speed of 667 miles an hour. 
The plane was helped by a tre- 
mendous tail wind, headquarters 
said in announcing the revised 
speed average, 

Last January a P-80 flew the 
420 miles from Akron, O., to La-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Secretary Wallace announced last 
night creation of a National Dis 
tribution Council to work with the 
Department of Commerce to “help 
American industry improve its 
distribution capacity and efficien- 
cy.” 

The 29%man council, headed by 
Reymond Bill of New York, prea 
ident and editor of Sales Manage-

The group's work will be “co - 
ordinated with that of Govern- 
ment” by Under Secretary Alfred 
Schindler of St, Louis, formerly a 
business sales executive himself. 

The council's function, Wallace 
said, will be “to stimulate Ameri- 
can business to utilize every prac- 
tieal means whereby America’s 
ability sto distribute and consume 
the products of its farms, waters, 
mines and factories can keep 
abreast of America’s enormously 
increased capacity to produce.” 

“We must,” Wallace's statement 
added, “look forward to the not 
too distant day when the present 
sellers’ market becomes a buyers’ 
market, .

WAR DEPARTMENT CLARIFIES

Terminal leave payment is based 
on the pay the soldier was get- 
ting at the time of his dischar 
Those who were discarged p 
to the new base pay rise do not 
benefit by it. 

In an interpretation replying to 
questions, the department said 
travel delays en route count as 
furlough time. If a man had only 
five days furlough coming and had 
had five days delay en route he 
would not be entitled to any more. 
Convalescent recuperation fur- 
loughs from hospitals are not 
counted as terminal leave.

UR forebears who ate cabbage 
() cooxes it furiously for an hour 
or more in a covered kettle 
until the color was an ugly pink- 
ish-tan and the odor was strong. 
And every time they ate it, they 
got indigestion, They would cer- 
tainly be surprised to see us en- 
joying huge portions of lovely jade 
green cabbage and without any ill 
after-effects. It is only within the 
last 25 years that we learned how 
to cook cabbage to retain beautiful 
color, sweet flavor, interesting tex- 
ture and a maximum of food value. 
It must be cooked quickly and in 
an open kettle and in just enough 
water to cover. When cabbage is 
cut up, it reaches the done stage 
in from 7 to 9 minutes, Even 
the water drained off is sweet in 
flavor and makes good “pot liquor” 
for either children or adults to 
drink while hot or after cooling 
off, It you have never heard of 
cabbage served in a cider raisin 
sauce, don't spurn the idea until 
you have tried it. The combina- 
tion of cabbage, apple and raisin 
is approved by many people, and 
the food combination is surely a 
commendable one, 
Cabbage in Raisin Sauce. 
One pound fresh green cabbage, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one tablespoon brown sugar, one 
tablespoon flour, one-eighth tea- 
apoon salt, one cup apple cider, 
one-fourth cup raisins, nutmeg. 
Trim cabbage and cut into thin 
serving wedges. Barely cover with 
boiling water, Add salt. Cook un- 
covered for 7 to 9 minutes, until 
cabbage is tender but not mushy. 
Drain, then add the butter. Mean- 
while mix sugar, flour and salt in 
a saucepan and gradually blend in 
the cider and cook over low heat. 
Stir until mixture boils and thick- 
ens, then add raisins and keep hot 
long enough to plump the raisins. 
Pour this hot sauce over the hot, 
freshly cooked cabbage. Sprinkle 
lightly with nutmeg and serve im- 
mediately, Four servings. 
MENUS FOR WEDNESDAY. 
BREAKFAST: Canned grape- 
fruit juice, ready to serve Cereal 
with sugar and cream. 
LUNCHEON: Fresh cream of 
tomato soup, cucumber  sand- 
wiches, cantaloupe a la mode.

High Jinks. 

N the language of the vernacu- 
Jin, “high jinks” are “carryings- 

on.” A sedate word for it is 
“pranks,” and “frolics” is another. 

one of these, however, tells the 
story of “high jinks,” which origi- 
nally was a gamo played centuries 
ago in England. 

To begin at the beginning, 
“jink” is onomatopoeic; that is, 
a word whose sound suggests its 
meaning. In this case, “jink” is 
said to express the thought of 
nimble motion, sudden action, A 
quick turn was a “jink,” so was 

a jerking to and fro, It was cus- 
tomaey, in the early usage of the 
word, to refer to slipping away 
from the grasp of, or eluding, a 
pursuer as a “jink.’ 

In the course of usage, the word 
got itself into the phrase “high 
jinks.” Here it referred to the 
procedure at drinking parties of 
throwing dice to determine who 
should perform ludicrously for the 
amusement of the gathering. The 
loser’s task was customarily set 
by the company and it usually 
consisted of his emptying a bowl 
of liquor. If he failed to empty it 
he was penalized, the penalty in- 
volving either a forfeit or the 
imposition of another ludicrous 
task, Whether the performer 
failed to empty the bow! or, suc- 
ceeded, the amount of liquor he 
imbibed certainly would be pro- 
ductive of motion and action— 
“high jinks.”

NEW YORK, Monday. 


ROBABLY the best thing that 
P Russia has done is to get her 

various races to treat each oth- 
er as equals, From one end of her 
far-flung empire to the other, she 
has succeeded in creating a union 
of totally different types of peo- 
ple. 

Kach group is an independent 
republic, and when its citizens 
leave their own area, they stand 
as equals with the citizens of any 
other part of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, That is a 
very great achievement, so we 
must not be surprised when, in 
their relations with other nations, 
the Russians stress the value of 
wiping out racial discrimination. 

For many of them, perhaps for 
the great majority, conditions are 
vastly better than they were un- 
der the Tsars. In some of the 
countries along the Russian 
borders, they find conditions much 
worse than any which they now 
have to endure. In others, they 
find an advance beyond their own. 
But when they louk back over the 
last 25 years, they realize that the 
opportunities for their young peo- 
ple have been very great in this 
short period, and that strengthens 
their hope for the future. 

Someone told me that one often 
heard a slogan in Russia: “It will 
be better.” If the people say that 
and believe it, they cannot be dis- 
couraged.

EVEN WHEN we realize that 
Russia has a large number of men 
in her army, that her people are 
back of their government, that 
they are young and atrong and 
vital, that they have some very 
fine scientists, engineers and ex- 
perts in every field, still we do not 
need to be afraid of them. We can 
be just as strong, vital and unified 
if we will stop running away from 
the world situation as it is today 
and accept all our responsibilities. 
Russia has not accomplished in 25 


years many of the things that we 
have achieved in 150 years. 

When we were young and weak, 
we bragged a good deal, we were 
a bit aggressive, we insisted that 
we would be sufficient unto our- 
selves and that we would have 
nothing to do with the problems 
or responsibilities of other parts 
of the world. Now there is no 
need for bragging or for aggres- 
siveness, but there is need for an 
understanding of our situation in 
the world, 


° ° > 


WE HAVE KNOWN s0me 
shortages here, but we have known 
no hunger, We can assume a great 
role in feeding the world, as well 
as in providing manufactured 
goods. These are material obli- 
«ations which will bring us eco- 
nomic returns in prosperity. But 
there is another great obligation, 
the obligation of spiritual leader- 
ship, which we must also assume. 

If we are to become a great peo- 
ple, with concern for other peo- 
ple, we must face the needa of our 
own people and see to it that our 
form of government meets these 
needs. This requires spiritual 
leadership at home, and unless we 
achieve it, we cannot offer the 
kind of spiritual and economic 
leadership to the world which will 
be convincing of our worth. 

Other nations do not believe In 
our good intentions today because 
our shortcomings very often ob- 
scure our achievements, Our do- 
mestic actions are tied very closely 
to the success of our foreign pol- 
icy, and we muat reach a point 
at home and abroad where people 
will not say, “What is the foreign 
policy of the United States?”
